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Network slammed 



No end in sight 
for CBC strike 






"The CBC seems not to be 
very concerned with its man- 
date to provide to all 
Canadians, anglophones and 
francophones alike, a national 
information service,” the 
journalists’ union stated at a 
press conference last T uesday. 

Bernard Larin, president of 
the Syndicat General du 
Cinema et de la television, 
accused the federal govern- 
ment of letting the conflict 
stretch out In order to limit 
information and debate on the 
constitutional Issue in the 
province. 

With no sign of an - early 
settlement apparent, the strike 
looks like It will last even longer 
than the 1958-1959 CBC 
producers' strike, despite a 
statement by federal Minister 
of Communications Francis 
Fox to the effect that he would 
not let the strike last as long as 
the last one. 

Larin took the journalists' 
case to the national conference 
of Canadian University Press 
over the holidays. Addressing 
delegates to that conference, 
he outlined the history of the 
conflict and opened a 
discussion on the political role 
of the press in general. 

He reminded his audience 
that this wasn't the first time 
politics has entered the CBC. 
The French network had been 
"accused in 1976 of having 
elected the PQ government", 
he said. 

Canadian University Press 
later passed a motion ex- 
pressing Its solidarity with the 
striking journalists.

Striking CBC journalists, out 
for 72 days now, have accused 
Radio Canada of making 
unreasonably low salary offers 
and of allowing the conflict to 
take on political overtones. 

The journalists believe that 
the network is extending the 
conflict in order to ensure that 
the current constitutional 
debate gets little coverage in 
Quebec. 

The strikers have been 
without a contract for more 
than a year. They have already 
rejected CBC offers which 
provided for salary Increases of 
from seven to seven and a half 
percent. 

The common front 
representing the journalists 
complained that the offers 
show that the crown cor- 
poration is "not negotiating 
seriously". 

No new offers have been 
received. 

As the conflict continues, the 
strikers are becoming In- 
creasingly bitter about the 
motives of CBC management.

Some 40 McGill students 
ended the fall term with a show 
of support for the Canadian 
Farmworkers Union (CFU) by 
attending a benefit for the CFU 
December5. 

Mobilized by the campus 
group McGill for Farmworkers, 
they were among the 250 
peoble who heard Ra) Chouhan, 
president of the Canadian 
Farmworkers Union, and Jean- 
Claude Parrot, President of the 
Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers. 

"Sometimes someone asks 
me why we are organizing," 
said Chouhan, "and I ask them 
If they have an hour and I tell 
them about the conditions 
under which the 10,000 farm- 
workers In the Fraser Valley live 
and work." 

Chouhan, who has received 
threats against his life and his 
family since he began 
organizing BC farm labourers 
two years ago, said that fruit 
farmers traditionally have used 
East Indian and Chinese im- 
migrants as cheap labour. 

"Farmworkers are'a bastion 
of stooped labour carrying the 
Canadian food industry on their 
backs." 

Chouhan said farmworkers in 
BC earn a maximum of $25 a 
day for up to 15 hours of 
continuous work, a rate well

below the provincial minimum 
wage. 

Up to 40 per cent of the 
workers' earnings are taken by 
labour contractors acting as 
middlemen between farmers 
and workers, he said. 

Chouhan estimates that as 
many as 500 children under five 
years of age “help" in the fruit 
fields each summer and are 
exposed to pesticides, as there 
are no daycare facilities 
available. 

Seventy per cent of the 
farmworkers are women, and 
many have children who must 
accompany their mothers in the 
fields. 

Chouhan said that on 
November 18 the CFU signed 
the first collective agreement In 
the agrarian sector In Canadian 
history. 

The contract, which gives 
fleldworkers at Bell Farms 
$6.38 per hour, obliges the 
company to pay equal wages 
for equal work to women, and 
guarantees that labourers will 
be hired through the CFU rather 
than through labour con- 
tractors. 



Jean Claude Parrot, who 
toured farms In the Fraser 
Valley last spring, called 
conditions of farmworkers 
"totally unacceptable in a 
country which is supposed to 
be advanced." 

"No trade union leader has 
the right to ignore the 
unorganized (sector)," Parrot 
said. 

Parrot attacked the BC Social 
Credit government for 
suggesting that crop picking 
may be classified as an 
"essential service" during 
harvest time. 

"This is an attempt to make 
illegal the only means available 
to the workers to force their 
rights from their employers." 

Parrot, who spent two 
months In jail in 1979 for 
leading CUPW in a strike in 
defiance of back-to-work 
legislation, said it was the 
experience of his union that 
external support is extremely 
Important in trade union bat- 
tles. 

"Your presence at an 
assembly tonight will be known 
to the workers In BC; it will 
make them more determined." 

The assembly, organized by 
the Montreal Committee to 
Support the CFU, raised $1,000 
of the $32,000 Chouhan says 
his union needs to continue 
organizing in 1981.

Daily presents motions on South Africa 



During the CUP - national 
conference, two motions 
dealing with the issue of 
divestment in South Africa 
were brought forward by the 
Dally and passed by the con- 
ference delegates. 

The first motion dealt with 
the essence of the divestment 
question. It resolved that "CUP 
encourages its members to 
study and expose the in- 
vestment policies of their 
respective academic in- 
stitutlons...that CUP forcefully 



bers actively promote and 
encourage divestment cam- 
paigns throughout Canada." 

Arguments supporting the 
motion stressed that "the 
apartheid regime of South 
Africa has been condemned by 
the United Nations and every 
human rights organization in 
the world," and further that 
"the regime is bolstered by 
Canadian corporate in- 
vestment.” 

Debate on the floor centered 
on whether or not it was the 
responsibility of CUP to take a 



one Ontario delegate said, "At 
what point do we sto ' p being 
journalists and start being 
activists?" 

The second motion, passed 
unanimously at the final 
plenary mandated support for 
the efforts of the McGill South 
Africa Committee in its cam- 
paign for divestment and 
condemned the investment 
policies of McGill's Board of 
Governors. 

Members of the McGill South 
Africa Committee were present 
at the conference to hold an 
informal seminar on dlvest-

Overpopulation is not the 
cause but rather the effect of 
poverty, said Dr. Saide Shau, a* 
former economic adviser to the 
United Nations In a talk here 
last month. 

"Because people are poor, 
they have many children. 
Children contribute to the in- 
come of the family, a large 
family reduces the level of 
poverty and guarantees some 
security in old age," said Dr. 
Shau In a December 11 speech 
on "Child Labour in India" held 
by the Indian People’s 
Association In North America. 

With an estimated 30 million 
children under 14 years in the 
labour force, India has the 
largest child labour population 
in the world. 

Shau said 60 to 65 percent of 
the Indian children forced to 
work full time from an early age 
come from landless or "land 
poor" families. The parents’ 
income Is insufficient to keep 
the family alive. 

Child labour In the coun- 
tryside, where 80 percent of 
India's population lives, Is a 
product of the control of land 
by a small minority of lan- 
dlords* 

"The problem is not that 
there are too many people but 
too many who do not have 
access to means of the making 
a living, land.” 

The problem Is the same in 
the cities, said Dr. Shau. "The 



counterpart is an Insufficient 
number of jobs that provide 
enough income to survive." 

World Health Organization 
studies show that family 
planning programs in un- 
derdeveloped countries fail to 
bring about significant 
decreases in birth rate unless 
accompanied by increases in 
security and Incomes. 

"Birth rates go down when 
the standard of living In- 
creases," Shau said. 

A recently released 
documentary film from India 
was screened along with 
Shau's talk to Illustrate the 
historical and social context of 
Dr. Shau's talk. 

According to the film, "India 
has the largest child labour 
force In the world. Three 
hundred years of British rule, 
colonial exploitation and 
powerful vestiges of feudal 
relations have created a 
backbreaking stagnation in the 
nation’s economy. 

“Peasants born in debt and 
living in debt cannot afford to 
send their children to school, 
even though free primary 
. education has been largely 
introduced." So the child Is 
forced into labour until he 
learns to add two plus two. 

“A child is born in India every 
half a second. Nearly 100,000 
die every month due to poor 
nutrition and lack of medical 
care. Thirty percent die before 
they reach age five." 



Dalbir Bindra, 1922-1980 



A memorial serviqe was held 
yesterday in the McGill Chapel 
for Psychology Professor Dalbir 
Bindra, who died suddenly at 
his home on December 31 of a 
heart attack. He was 58 years 
old. 

Bindra was chairman of the 
McGill Psychology Department 
from 1975 until last year. 

A native of Rawalpindi, 
Pakistan, and a Canadian 
citizen, Dr. Bindra graduated 
from Punjab University with 
a BA and received his 
Master’s and PhD degrees from 
Harvard University. 

Dr. Bindra came to McGill as 
an assistant professor in 1949. 

A noted expert In the fields of 
learning theory and behavior, 
Dr. Bindra wrote four books and 
over 90 papers. 

He also served as president

Toilet paper chase: 



University enrollment to rise? 



CUP Feature 

Are university degrees less 
valuable than Scotty’s toilet 
paper? 

Not according to a multitude 
of students who, in an In- 
credible turn of events, have 
managed to push up enrollment 
figures across the country this 
year. 

Administrators at Memorial 
University In St. John’s are 
scratching their heads In 
amazement after the student 
population rose almost 13 per 
cent. 

At the University of Winnipeg 
first year enrollment increased 
a staggering 20.8 per cent while 
student registration climbed an 
average of 10 per cent at the 
three Alberta universities. 



This has reversed a trend of 
the last few years when 
university administrators gazed 
in panic at empty claçsroom 
seats. The exceptions to this 
have been the prestigious In- 
stitutions such as Queen’s 
University and the University of 
Western Ontario whose 
hallowed reputations have 
been enough to attract student 
lineups to their doorsteps. 

Why Is there this renewed 
Interest In post-secondary 
education? 

Harry Duckworth, president 
of the University of Winnipeg 
says Intensive high school 
student recruitment by his 
Institution has helped create 
“Increased awareness” about 
what universities have to offer. 



Large multi-media ad- 
vertising recruitment cam- 
paigns seem to be having some 
effect as well. At Guelph, where 
the controversial jingle, 
"Gonna check out Guelph, 
Myself and Guelph" filled the 
radio airwaves, enrollment has 
increased 6.2 per cent for the 
first year students. 

The University of Manitoba, 
which features large ad- 
vertisements in local daily 
newspapers explaining the "all 
encompassing campus", 
registration has Jumped 6.1 per 
cent. 

However U of M president 
Ralph Campbell would rather 
play down the effects of the ad 
campaign; and attribute 
registration success to other 




factors. 

"People are now realizing," 
he says, "that by going to 
university — and the statistics 
show this — the chances of 
getting employment are far 
greater than the average person 
who doesn’t go to university." 

Campbell attributes previous 
enrollment declines to an over- 
reaction on the part of people 
who were filled with panic at 
the prospect of not having a job 
directly out of university. 

If universities wish to 
maintain levels of enrollment 
they will have to convince a 
greater proportion of high 
school graduates that 
university is for them. Hence, 
such things as the advertising 
campaigns. 

While figures are sketchy, 
Don Kydon, dean of arts and 
sciences at the University of 
Winnipeg, says early statistics 
there show more students than 
ever are considering them- 
selves "university material", 
and are registering rather than 
going directly into the work- 
force. 

Jeff Parr, researcher for the 
National Union of Students 
has difficulty understanding 
the enrollment Increases. He 
says the types of new university 
entrants must be considered 
Parr believes many people may 
be going to university nol 
because of "increased 
awareness” but because of an 
inability to find a job. He 
believes another reason might 
be that students who were 
previously unable to enter for 
financial reasons are now 
coming back after finding 
temporary employment. 

But whatever the cause of 
rising enrollment the Irene 
cannot continue. Not only are 
government and business 
leaders openly discouraging 
young people from entering 
university in favour of trade 
schools, but demographic 
studies say the university age 
group will decline by 20 per 
cent between 1982 and 1984.

Polyvalent presses probed

A group of students at the 
Polyvalent des Monts in Ste- 
Agathe gave their ad- 
ministration a Christmas 
present last semester — the 
first Issue of an underground 
newspaper. 

The administration was not 
amused. 

For their effort, two students 
were expelled from school and 
have been prevented from 
coming back this semester, 
while a teacher who con- 
tributed to the Issue has been 
threatened with lay-off. 

Last December 11, the 
students began to sell their 
paper, printed by themselves 
outside of school. An hour and 
a half later, the administration 
of the high school seized it. The 
students were told to stop 



distributing the paper, to show 
up at school only during their 
exam sessions, and to come 
back in January accompanied 
by their parents. 

Three days ago the students 
returned, and two of them 
refused to accept the school's 
latest conditions for their 
readmission: that they not 
publish or distribute the paper 
inside or outside of the cam- 
pus, and that they not publicize 
the paper. The students had 
begun to wear T-shirts with the 
name of the paper on it: Le 
Pieux. 

Serge Clément and Etienne 
Godart refused to accept the 
school’s conditions on the 
basis that they are an attack on 
freedom of expression. This 
morning their lawyer 
threatened to engage in court 



proceedings if the Commission 
does not readmit the students. 

Le Pieux contains, among 
other things, articles on safety 
at school in case of fire, the 
separation between the teacher 
and student milieux, the sur- 
veillance students are subject 
to, the lack of freedom within 
the school, and a few articles 
on the cafeteria. The latter are 
accompanied by a series of 
photos showing students 
vomiting after they had eaten a 
meal. The paper also contains a 
“humorous" pornographic 
page, and another article In 
questionable taste. 

"The paper offended the 
morals of hundreds of 
students," said the president of 
the parent's association. 

The administration of the 
school was also offended by a 



short article written by a 
teacher, who said that the 
quality of the food In the 
cafeteria was not worth the 
price charged. The teacher 
called on people to look at the 
cafeterias at other schools, and 
encouraged them to get 
organized. School ad- 
ministrators have laid a 
grievance against the teacher. 

The teachers' union has 
granted its support to those 
involved in the puplication of 
the paper. The Presse étudiante 
du Québec will consider the 
Issue shortly. The case also 
received some coverage in 
newspaper and radio station, 
both in Montreal and within the 
Ste-Agathe area, which seems 
to have bothered the ad- 
ministration.

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Universities to confer on investment

The McGill Board of 
Governors Social Respon- 
sibility Committee will join 
representatives of boards of 
universities from across 
Canada to discuss "problems 
of Investment in countries like 
Chile and South Africa" in late 
February. 

Hosted by the Queen’s 
University Committee on Social 
Responsibility, the conference 
will bring together represen- 
tatives of corporations with 
Investments in repressive 
regimes as well as 
spokespersons for the United 
Church Task Force on Cor- 
porate Responsibility. 

Attendance at the con- 
ference, to be held February 27 
and 28, Is by invitation only. 

The president of Mary Collins 
Consultants Ltd., which is 
organizing the conference, 
estimates that between 50 and 



70 persons from universities 
across Canada will attend. 

Mary Collins Consultants Is a 
Calgary-based firm which does 
"public relations work and 
social lobbying." 

Asked what topics the 
conference will address, 
Collins said: 

"We are wrestling with some 
of the problems of investment 
in countries like Chile and 
South Africa and we would like 
to share some of these 
problems and find out how 
other people are dealing with 
similar situation and what 
approaches might be taken. 

"We are hoping to bring 
people from the corporate 
sector and from other groups 
that have been putting pressure 
on the university to discuss 
those problems." 

Collins said prospective 
speakers from the corporate 
and academic sectors in the 



United States-will be contacted 
but that the list of speakers has 
yet to be confirmed. 

John Buckan, Secretary of 
the Queen’s University Com- 
mittee for Social Respon- 
sibility, said “someone from 
External Affairs" will probably 
attend the conference. 

The secretary of McGill's 
Board of Governors, Nat Moss, 
indicated that McGill will at- 
tend the conference. 

Moss told the Dally that 
David Johnston has delivered a 
copy of the latest report of the 
McGill Board's Social 
Responsibility Committee to 
Mary Collins Consultants. 



The February conference is 
the second organized by 
Queen’s University this year. 
(Mary Collins Is president of the 
Committee on Social 
Responsibility at Queen's.) 

Interviewed by the Dally, 
John Bannister, the secretary 
of Queen’s University said that 
the conference Queen’s held in 
November "was not about 
divestment, not about 
divestment at all. 

"The conference was about 
social responsibility in in- 
vestment. 

“Divestment of shares is the 
last step that the University 
should take. As soon as you 



sell shares you have lost any 
clout you might have." 

Nat Moss was one of a 
hundred participants in 
Queen’s last conference on 
social responsibility. 

Other participants In the 
November conference included 
representatives of Noranda 
Mines, a Canadian 
multinational with large in- 
vestments in Chile and Namibia 
(South-West Africa). 

Queen’s holds shares in 
Noranda despite a campus 
referendum which condemned 
those investments by a 
majority of 80 per cent two 
years ago.

these countries to stimulate 
their development. 

Yet despite heightening 
North-South interdependence, 
the gap between rich and poor 
nations to continues to grow, 
spawning dissatisfaction on 
the part of Third World nations 
with an international order they 
view as biased against them. 

It was in this light that the 
report of the Commission on 
International Development 
Issues — often called the 
Brandt report, after the 
Commission's chairperson, 
former West German Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt — proposed 
a reshaping of international 
financial institutions. 

The report, released in early 
1980, has received international 
recognition for its constructive 
suggestions on the restruc- 
turing of North-South relations 
and proposals for an attack on 
underdevelopment and poverty. 

Tomorrow night, members of 
the McGill community will have 
the opportunity to hear from 
one of the members of the 
Brandt Commission in the first 
of a series of lectures 
organized by the McGill In- 
ternational Law Society (ILS).

Former Canadian Labour 
Congress President Joe Morris, 
who sat on the Commission 
alongside such figures as 
Britain’s Edward Heath and 
Chile’s Eduardo Frei, will speak 
tomorrow on the topic, 
"Towards a New World Order: 
The Brandt Report." 

Doug Roche, of the 
Parliamentary Task Force on 
North-South Relations, will also 
be present tomorrow. 
Tomorrow's speech will lead off 
a series of five weekly lectures 
on current topics in In- 
ternational law viewed from a 
North-South perspective. 

Says ILS Treasurer Peter 
Splinter: “International 

development and the question 
of the North-South dialogue are 
very important contemporary 
issues in international law. We 
are trying to provide in- 
formation sessions from which 
all McGill students, not just law 
students, can learn about the 
issues." 

Next week’s lecture will be 
on human rights and in- 
ternational law, and will feature 
William J. Bull, special counsel 
to the American Civil Liberties 
Union and a member of the 



International Council of Jurists. 
On January 27, Ivan Vlaslc of 
the Disarmament and Arms 
Control Affairs office of the 
Canadian government will 
speak on disarmament issues. 
The final two lectures of the 
series, on February 3 and 10, 
will deal with the economic 
development of China and with 
new directions In international 
law. 

"All these topics will be 
approached from the per- 
spective of North-South 
relations," said Splinter. 

"For example, on human 
rights, there is the question of 
whether a trade-off Is 
necessary between individual 
liberties and economic 
development in Third’ World 
countries. On disarmament, the 
question is, with the world 
spending $450 billion a year on 
armaments and one-twentieth 
of that on development aid, 
whether perhaps we should re- 
examine our priorities." 

Tomorrow night’s lecture will 
be held at 7:30 in Leacock 132. 
The following lectures will be 
held on Tuesdays at the same 
time in the Law Faculty’s Moot 
Court. 



Dawson condemns 
government edu-bec courses 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Quebec's 
CEGEPs have condemned the 
Levesque government for In- 
creasing the number of com- 
pulsory courses students must 
take. 

New compulsory courses 
include "Histobeq" (the history 
and institutions of Quebec) and 
"Econobeq" (the Quebec 
economy). CEGEP ad- 
ministrators say they fear these 
courses might be propaganda 
tools for the Parti Québécois. 

The senate at Dawson 
College recently voted to reject 
the proposals on the grounds 
that they reduced the time a 
student could spend studying a 
sec'ond language, thus 
lessening the chance of 
becoming bilingual. 

Senate member Gary 
Campbell said the move is

a separate Quebec. He also 
suggested that the government 
might be implementing the 
changes as a means to combat 
unemployment. 

The government's plan is 
slated to come into effect in the 
fall of 1982. The government 
has consulted with the CEGEPs 
on the matter, but according to 
Dawson College Dean Julia 
Newell, the PQ are only willing 
to make slight changes in their 
proposal. 

The senate at Dawson said 
the proposals obstruct the 
fundamentals of CEGEP 
education, which is to allow 
students to broaden their 
education outside their chosen 
field. With a reduced number of 
optional courses students can 
choose from, "your program 
would be spelled out already,”
